We aim to execute all orders as soon as received, but during the 
rush season from March to May and again from July to September, slight delays are 
unavoidable, which, however, can be largely overcome by patrons anticipating their 
wants and ordering and taking delivery of their requirements early. 


SAFE ARRIVAL OF PACKAGES. We guarantee the safe arrival of all goods sent by 
express or mail to points within the United States. If a package sent by express or mail 
is injured or lost, we will replace it as soon as informed of the fact. Goods sent any 
other way are solely at purchaser's risk. When customers. fail to receive their packages 
in a reasonable time they should inform us, and at the same time send a copy of their 
order and any other information necessary to trace the goods. Claims for damage must 
be made on receipt of goods. We do not hold ourselves responsible for failure after de- 
livery of the goods in good condition. 


We exercise the utmost care in filling orders, yet in the press of business 
errors sometimes occur, in which event we wish to be promptly notified of the fact, and 
will make such corrections as will be satisfactory. Please keep copies of all your orders 
for comparison.

DAHLIA CULTURE 


Dahlias thrive in any good garden soil which is well drained. Compost or well rotted cow 
manure will add desired humus to the soil, but DO NOT allow the manure to come in direct con- 
tact with the tubers. They like a sunny location and water only when the ground is quite dry and 
then soak it thoroughly. 


Plant when danger of frost is past; and set a stake beside each tuber. Plant tubers horizontally 
with “eye” or sprout facing up, from 4 to 6 inches deep.
